Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1956. 

The  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  show  an  increase  in 
the  estimated  population  of  100,  /.e.,  to  39,540.  The  birth  and  death 
rates  are  comparable  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  and 
Table  4  gives  details. 

Communicable  diseases  were  generally  low  in  incidence  with  the 
exceptions  that  more  cases  of  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  were  notified 
than  in  any  previous  year. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year  and  this  is  the  first 
time  I  have  been  able  to  report  this.  The  percentage  of  school  children 
immunised  against  this  disease  is  now  91-8  per  cent,  a  figure  which  gives 
me  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  since  the  efforts  in  this  direction  covering 
some  years  now  have  been  unremitting.  The  percentage  of  school 
children  immunised  last  year  was  81  per  cent. 

The  same  satisfaction  cannot  be  expressed  in  regard  to  pre-school 
children  in  whom  the  percentage  immunised  is  only  39  per  cent. 

The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  the  Borough  again  this 
year  and  a  total  of  4,130  volunteers  were  X-rayed  at  two  school  sites 
and  at  the  Public  Baths. 

Housing  is  still  and  will  continue  to  be  for  years  the  chief  health 
problem  confronting  the  Council.  The  very  worst  houses  have  been  dealt 
with  by  official  representation  and  by  demolition  or  clearance  order,  but 
many  are  rapidly  deteriorating  and  the  rehousing  of  many  families  is  an 
urgent  necessity. 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  the  department  was  short  of  a  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  a  pupil.  The  work  has  suffered  in  consequence  and 
more  particularly  the  work  in  connection  with  the  repair  of  sub-standard 
houses.  Some  attempt  has  been  made  to  deal  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  now  that  another  Public  Health  Inspector 
has  commenced  duty  (1957)  further  work  under  these  regulations  will 
be  undertaken. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Committees  for  their  support  and  encouragement,  the  general 
practitioners  who  practise  in  the  Borough  fcr  their  co-operation,  and  the 
members  of  the  Public  Health  Department  staff  for  their  unremitting 
help  and  loyalty.

The  increase  in  population  from  last  year  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  was  100,  /.e.,  from  39,440  to  39,540.  However,  the  natural 
increase  in  population,  that  is,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  389.

The  standardised  death  rate  has  fallen  to  11-44  per  1,000  estimated 
population,  having  been  11-54  per  1,000  in  1955. 

The  figures  in  Table  7  show  that  heart  disease  remains  the  chief 
cause  of  death  and  although  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  cause  (100) 
is  only  two  more  than  in  1955,  they  form  a  higher  percentage  of  the 
total  deaths. 

Cancer  is  the  second  cause  of  death  and  the  percentage  of  deaths 
due  to  this  has  risen  steadily  over  the  last  few  years.  From  being  eleven 
per  cent  of  the  total  deaths  in  1946  it  has  become  twenty  per  cent  in  1956. 

Tuberculosis  as  a  cause  of  death  has  only  retained  its  place  as  the 
seventh  of  the  most  common  causes  of  death  in  the  borough,  although 
in  1947  it  was  fourth  and  was  responsible  for  nine  per  cent  of  deaths.

The  foregoing  tables  (9,  10  and  11)  indicate  that  the  common  acute 
infectious  illnesses  were  not  prevalent  through  1956.  The  high  peak  of 
measles  prevalence  in  1955  (591  cases)  was  naturally  followed  by  a  period 
of  extremely  low  incidence,  there  having  been  only  seven  cases  notified 
during  the  year. 

Whooping  cough  was  somewhat  more  prevalent  (92  cases). 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  was  notified. 

Increases  in  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  to  32  cases  and  19  cases 
respectively  are  considerable.  Several  members  of  a  family  were  infected 
in  several  instances. 

The  organism,  Shigella  Sonnei,  was  found  in  the  32  cases  of  dysentery 
and  various  types  of  Salmonella  in  the  19  cases  of  food  poisoning,  including 
Salmonella  enteridis,  typhimurium,  Heidelberg,  Taksony,  Stanley  and 
Newport. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  year.  This  is  the  first 
time  that  this  has  been  recorded  and  it  is  undoubtedly  due  to  the 
unremitting  campaign  to  persuade  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised 
against  this  dread  disease. 


The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  children  who  have  received 
a  primary  immunisation  against  diphtheria  during  the  year  and  also  those 
who  have  had  a  secondary  reinforcing  injection. 
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The  foregoing  table  (12)  shows  that  a  total  of  3,180  children  living  in 
Tipton  received  injections  against  diphtheria  during  the  year. 

Out  of  a  total  school  population  of  7,756  in  December,  1956,  this 
number  including  infant,  junior  and  senior  departments,  records  show 
that  a  total  of  7,125  children  have  been  immunised  against  diphtheria 
up  to  that  month,  which  gives  a  percentage  of  91 -8,  In  December,  1955, 
there  was  a  school  population  of  7,906  and  the  number  of  children 
immunised  for  that  year  was  6,407  which  gave  a  percentage  of  81. 

Of  3,413  children  under  five  years  of  age  at  December,  1956,  only 
1,338  had  been  immunised  against  diphtheria  which  gives  a  percentage 
of  39,  the  same  as  in  1955. 

If  a  child  is  recorded  as  not  having  been  immunised  by  his  own  doctor 
or  at  any  welfare  centre  by  the  time  he  has  reached  his  first  birthday,  a 
reminder  is  sent  to  his  parents,  and  if  there  is  no  response  to  this,  a  visit 
is  paid  to  the  home  by  the  health  visitor. 

Even  these  steps  seem  to  have  been  of  no  avail  in  many  cases  in 
persuading  parents  to  have  their  children  immunised  against  diphtheria. 
I  suppose  that  the  further  fact  that  there  have  been  no  cases  of  diphtheria 
in  the  borough  in  this  year  of  1956  will  tend  to  make  parents  less  inclined 
to  adopt  such  a  preventive  measure.  It  has,  of  course,  been  confirmed 
in  practice  that  it  takes  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria  to  move  some  parents 
to  a  realisation  of  their  responsibility,  but  if  an  outbreak  of  diphtheria 
comes  it  may  be  too  late.

Visit  of  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

The  Mobile  Mass  Radiography  Unit  again  visited  Tipton  during 
December,  1956,  and  the  early  part  of  1957.  During  this  time  the  Unit 
was  stationed  at  Ocker  Hill  County  Secondary  Modern  School,  Mount 
Street  School  and  the  Public  Baths,  Queens  Road.  Various  sessions  at 
each  site  were  held  for  members  of  the  public  and  quite  a  large  proportion 
of  the  time  was  given  to  X-raying  workpeople  from  industry  and  scholars 
from  one  of  the  schools. 

In  co-operation  with  the  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit,  Dr.  R.  J.  Posner, 
much  preliminary  work  was  done  in  advertising  the  visit  of  the  Unit  in 
the  way  of  posters  and  pamphlets,  etc.

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As  will  be  seen  from  the  preceding  table  the  number  of  new  houses 
built  during  1956  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  post-war  years.  It  is 
undoubtedly  this  slow  rate  of  house  building  which  determines  the  rate 
at  which  official  representations  regarding  unfit  houses  can  be  brought 
before  the  Housing  Committee.  With  the  knowledge  that  there  is  such 
a  large  number  of  very  bad  houses  in  the  borough,  and  that  some  of  these 
are  dangerous,  or  becoming  so,  one  must  express  the  sincere  hope  that 
1957  and  subsequent  years  will  show  improved  figures  in  this  respect. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1 956  and  in  respect  of  Cleansing 
and  Refuse  Disposal  for  the  financial  year  ending  31st  March,  1957. 

Housing  was  again  one  of  the  main  problems  of  the  Department  and 
during  the  year  18  individual  demolition  orders  were  made  on  unfit 
houses,  making  a  total  of  237  which  have  been  dealt  with  since  the 
re-commencement  of  slum  clearance  after  the  war.  Also  three  Clearance 
Areas  involving  65  houses  were  dealt  with  by  the  Local  Authority.  The 
number  of  cases  of  overcrowding  relieved  totalled  47,  making  a  total  of 
494  cases  which  have  been  found  council  houses  during  the  last  six  years. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  the  abatement  of  atmospheric  pollution 
and  with  the  advent  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  no  doubt  this  progress  will  be 
accelerated.  It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  the  co-operation  being 
given  by  factory  managements  in  this  field. 

The  work  of  meat  inspection  at  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  the 
Borough  again  occupied  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Inspectors’  time 
and  improvements  to  the  slaughterhouses  are  taking  place  to  bring  them 
up  to  the  standard  required. 

With  the  advent  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  a  complete  survey 
of  all  food  premises  has  been  commenced.  The  standard  of  hygiene  in 
food  premises  shows  an  improvement  but  there  is  still  much  to  be  done  to 
achieve  the  standards  laid  down  by  these  Regulations. 

The  results  of  bacteriological  examination  of  milk  and  ice  cream 
samples  taken  during  the  year  were  excellent. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  carried  out  by 
the  Cleansing  Department  was  satisfactory  despite  the  difficult  labour 
problem.  The  cost  of  this  service  rose  by  approximately  £1,923.  The 
extra  cost  was  mainly  due  to  increased  wages  and  the  additional  cost 
of  dustbins. 

Comments  on  other  branches  of  work  carried  out  are  given  in 
later  pages. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  confidence,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  his  encouragement  and  support  and  the  whole  of  the  staff  for 
their  able  and  active  co-operation.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT  AND  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

The  main  air  pollution  problem  from  industry  was  in  respect  of  the 
emission  of  grit  and  dust.  In  this  connection  investigations  were  made 
and  as  a  result  improvements  were  obtained  in  some  cases,  and  in  others 
arrangements  were  put  in  hand  by  the  managements  of  the  factories 
concerned  to  abate  the  nuisance  complained  of  by  this  department. 

Several  firms  are  already  taking  steps  to  remedy  the  emission  of  dark 
smoke,  grit,  dust,  etc.,  in  anticipation  of  the  requirements  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act. 

The  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  domestic  smoke  is  considerable 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Local  Authority  will  take  measures  to 
establish  Smoke  Control  Areas  as  envisaged  in  the  Clean  Air  Act  when 
the  time  is  opportune. 
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The  following  table  shows  the  work  carried  out  at  the  instigation 
of  this  department  in  reducing  industrial  atmospheric  pollution.

Research,  the  recording  of  atmospheric  pollution  was  continued  during 
the  year.  There  are  four  deposit  gauges  for  collecting  deposited  matter 
and  seven  lead  peroxide  gauges  for  measuring  the  amount  of  sulphur 
trioxide  (SO^)  present  in  the  atmosphere.

Disinfection  and  Disinfestation. 

During  the  year  214  houses  were  disinfested,  for  verminous  and 
other  conditions.  Treatment  was  by  fumigant  smoke  or  liquid  insecticide 
having  a  D.D.T.  base.  In  certain  cases  D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  powder 
were  used. 

The  household  furniture  and  effects  of  14  families  from  private  houses 
were  also  disinfested  prior  to  occupation  of  Council  houses.  All  bedding, 
etc.,  was  treated  in  the  steam  disinfector.  In  addition,  the  household 
effects  of  four  families  not  disinfested  were  removed  into  Council  houses. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  after  infectious  disease  cases  was  44.

Meat  Inspection. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  at  the  three 
private  slaughterhouses  in  the  Borough  during  the  year  under  review 
was  75,470,  as  against  85,858  in  1955. 

The  percentage  of  the  number  of  animals  affected  with  diseases  other 
than  Tuberculosis  was  8-6  as  against  8-7  during  the  previous  year.  This 
is  mainly  accounted  for  by  the  number  of  animals  affected  by  parasitic 
diseases. 

It  is  again  very  gratifying  to  note  that  the  animals  affected  with 
Tuberculosis  showed  a  reduction  over  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  animals  affected  with  this  disease  declined  to  the  record  low  figure  of 
3*45  per  cent. 

The  total  amount  of  meat  condemned  was  84  tons.  The  condemned 
meat  is  stained  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  instructions,  collected 
and  then  disposed  of  to  a  reputable  firm  manufacturing  fertiliser,  etc. 

The  following  table  shows  the  total  carcases  inspected  and  the  number 
condemned  and  the  carcases  in  which  some  part  or  organ  was  condemned 
at  the  three  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  Borough.

With  the  coming  into  effect  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  on  the 
1st  July,  1956,  a  systematic  inspection  of  the  food  premises  was  commenced 
with  a  view  to  securing  improvements  to  canteens,  shops,  schools  and 
other  food  premises  to  bring  them  up  to  the  standard  required  and  to 
attain  the  more  hygienic  handling  of  food.  Given  sufficient  time  for 
inspection  and  supervision  of  the  various  food  premises,  I  have  no  doubt 
that  a  higher  standard  of  hygiene  will  be  achieved  as  most  traders  are 
co-operative  and  realise  that  a  high  standard  of  hygiene  is  good  business.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  work  covered  by  this  section  is  for  the  financial  year  April,  1956, 
to  March,  1957. 

From  the  cost  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  the  net  cost  of  this 
service  (collection  and  disposal)  is  £24,436,  an  increase  of  £1,923  over  the 
previous  year.  The  main  contributing  factors  for  this  increase  of 
expenditure  is  accounted  for  by  increased  wages  to  employees  from 
awards  made  by  the  National  Joint  Council  and  to  an  increase  of  £1,000 
for  the  supply  of  dustbins. 


Refuse  Collection. 

The  transport  used  for  the  collection  of  refuse  is  the  same  as  that 
described  in  previous  Annual  Reports.  The  average  period  between 
collection  of  refuse  was  again  six  to  seven  working  days  and  in  spite  of 
labour  difficulties  the  collection  has  been  satisfactory.  The  weight  of 
refuse  collected  (1 3,612  tons)  shows  a  slight  increase  over  the  previous  year. 


Provision  of  Dustbins. 

Dustbins  are  renewed  as  a  rate  charge  and  bins  supplied  to  new 
houses  are  charged  for.  The  total  number  of  bins  distributed  during  the 
year  totalled  1,405  involving  an  expenditure  of  £2,894. 


Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  disposal  of  household  and  trade  refuse  on  the  Gospel  Oak  Tip 
continues  to  be  by  means  of  controlled  tipping.  The  gross  expenditure 
incurred  was  £4,172  as  against  £3,744  during  the  previous  year. 

The  condition  cf  the  tip  is  very  satisfactory  and  no  infestations  have 
occurred  during  the  year.
